REMARKS 



Claims 1 1-20 and 26-38 remain in the application. 
Claims 1 1-20, 26-28, 30 and 31 are allowed. 

Allowable claims 2-5 and 7-9 have been rewritten in independent form as claims 32-38 
and are now in condition for allowance. A cross-reference table from allowable claim number to 
new claim number follows: 



Claim 29 has been amended to correct the dependency as the claim should have been 
dependent on allowed claim 26 and is now in condition for allowance. The erroneous 
dependency made claim 29 identical to claim 6. 

Paragraph 7 on page 4 of the Office Action indicates allowability of claims 2-5 and 7-9. 
Therefore, paragraph 2 on page 2 indicating rejection of claims 1-6 is believed to be in error and 
should have read "1, 6." None of claims 2-5 are mentioned in the body of the rejection. Also, 
the rejection in paragraph 2 clearly was intended to include claim 29 which is mentioned in the 
body of the rejection.
